CPI - Introduction of the 15th Series in September 2005 


CPI - INTRODUCTION OF THE 15TH SERIES IN SEPTEMBER 2005 


The CPI measures the change over time in the total price of a fixed basket of goods and 
services acquired by household consumers. Approximately every five years, the basket of 
goods is updated to reflect changes in household spending patterns and the range of goods 
and services available. The quantities underlying the base period expenditures are then 
fixed over the life of the basket, with the expenditures being updated by the movements in 
the price relatives in each period. The new series will be introduced in September 2005. 
Details of the changes are contained in an appendix to the March quarter 2005 issue of 
Consumer Price Index, Australia (cat.no. 6401.0). 


Experimental Estimates, Entries and Exits of Business 
Entities 


EXPERIMENTAL ESTIMATES, ENTRIES AND EXITS OF BUSINESS ENTITIES 


Experimental Estimates, Entries and Exits of Business Entities, Australia (cat. no. 
8160.0.55.001) was released on 23 June 2005. This new publication presents experimental 
estimates of entries and exits of Business Entities, sourced from Australian Business 
Register, over three years from July 2001 to June 2004. The publication summarises the 


inflow and outflow of business entities from the Australian economy, including numbers of 
entries and exits and survivals (of entries); and entry, exit and survival rates. As this series is 
experimental, users comparing data from this publication with other ABS data should do so 
with care.

The Australian Standard Classification of Cultural and Ethnic Groups (ASCCEG) (cat. 
no. 1249.0) has been revised to reflect changes since the first edition was published in 
2000. The second edition of the classification contains 48 new categories, while six 
categories included in the first edition have been removed. The coding indexes have been 
updated accordingly.

LANGUAGES 


A second edition of the Australian Standard Classification of Languages (ASCL) (cat. 
no. 1267.0) has been developed to reflect changes in Australia's language profile since the 
first edition was published in 1997. The second edition has a more comprehensive coverage 
of languages spoken in Australia than the first edition, particularly in regard to Australian 
Indigenous languages. It also includes some minor changes to the language groupings 
which improve the usefulness of the classification structure.
